St. Petersburg, Nor. 25.—Defections 
on the |>art of recruits for tlto army this 
year are not only exceptionally large, but 
they are <-ompletely defeating the efforts 
of the military authorities in many 
thickly populated recruiting areas. Of 
these areas Southern Rnsaia and Poland 
are typical. There is no getting over the 
difficulty, for the recruits simply fnll to 
appear at the centres of military. regis¬ 
tration. At Kishlneff, whjle the great 
majority of the Christian recruits turned 
up fairly punctually, over 30 per cent, of 
the Jews failed to appear for registration. 
In the majority of cases inquiries by the 
military authorities show that prudent 
young Jews have shaken Russian dust 
off their feet betimes and are now over 
the frontiers and immune from punish¬ 
ment. In certain districts of the Kher¬ 
son government the defections are ap¬ 
proximately 50 per cent. Jewish. At 
SimerpoUk Jewish sources state, a record 
was created. 00 per cent, of the Jewish 
recruits failing to hppenr and the bulk 
of them cniynot be located.

Rt. Petersburg, Nov. 26.—A corre- 
wiiondcnt returning to the front after 
having bci-n wounded at Lin Yang and 
convalescing at Moscow writes nevereiy 
criticising the traffic arrangerntmts on the 
Siberia 11 rail.vny. 

He saya that hospital trains discharg¬ 
ing wcundid at Moscow are returning to 
tlie front absolutely empty, though the 
hospitals both in the Add and at the base 
urgently heed medicine, bandage* and 
eurgical appliances, and the o»ly excuse 
for not sending them has been the alleged 
lack of transportation facilities on the 
railway. The correspondent snys that 
enough empty trains are going back to 
the fronf, not ouiy to carry hospital ma¬ 
terial, but that they could easily hasten 
tho arrangements at Irkutsk, Omsk and 
Twheliabinsk ns wholly inadequate, 
while the frequent transfers of the 
wounded from train to train entails un¬ 
necessary hardship. Almost all the suf¬ 
fering from the congestion of traffic, it is 
added, is due to tlie admfcistratlve in¬ 
capacity of the railway officials.

nonading around tfhe vieiuity of Port ! 
Arthur will have on the millions of seal 
which annually make their appearance in 
the Ren of Japan. If lias been claimed 
that the hnnting done on this side of the j 
Pacific lina tended to drive the seals to . 
the Asiatic rookeries, and possibly the ■ 
naval warfare now taking place on the 
latter const may have the effect of send- , 
ing them In this direction again. 

ALL IMAGINATION. 

A “pipe dream” story of the awful j 
things that happened to the steamer Prin- , 
cess Victoria when she sailed out of the 
harbor* in the face of oue of the heavy * 
ga’es of last week is published in the 
Seattle Times under a Victoria date line. 
The dispatch nays: 

“The big boat, just off the outer 
whaif. was struck by a mountain roller 
ami its starboard binding port on the 
main deck haring been left improperly 
fattened, was bnrst open aud ton* of 
water rushed aboard in a most alarming 
manner. The salt water got into the 
dining halLantl even into the observation j 
room where the big chair* wen* rolling 
about all over the room. Tin* port waa 
fastened as soon as possible, but not he- 
fere the boat had shipped more water 
and things iook«d a little serious. ^ 
Trial Island there was not a passenger 
of the big crowd who was net seasick. 
Men and women rolled on the floor. It 
was the sickest consignment of passen¬ 
gers seen aboard the Princess Victoria 
since if came to the c'oast. The waves 
were running mountain-high at Trial 
Island and tfte boat got th© full force of j 
the gale abeam for awhile, cnusing her to 
roll tremendously. Grossing the Gulf j 
from Plumper PasR. Mayor Island, the 
Princess Victoria again faced the storm 
almost head-on, and the unhappy passen¬ 
gers got another shaking up before Van¬ 
couver was reached.”

As a matte* of fact, however, no micfc 
experience happened the Victoria. Not 
a particle of water was* shipped aboard j 
except perhaps in a little spray, and the 
manner in which the stagmer behaved 
was but another illustration of the great 
power with which she is equipped.

The British expedition that recently 
made its way to Lhassa, the sucml city 
of Thibet, had a number of encounter* 
with the Thibetan*, and in two or three 
of these the latter made use of leather 
artillery. It, of eburae, proved power¬ 
less against Colonel Younghuzband's 
Maxima, but although it could .not turn 
back the Anglo-Indian invaders from 
the'gate* of Lliassa, it ha* not always 
been so useless in warfare. 

“Great© leuttherne gunnes" were used 
1>y King Henry VIII. at the siege of 
Boulogne, according to the old chronic¬ 
ler, John Evelyn. A Scottish, soldier of 
fortune named Hubert Scot made a 
number of leather cannon for Gustavffe 
Adolphu* in the Thirty Years’ War. 
They' won the battle of Leipsit, easily 
silencing Tilly’s guns, which were made 
of bronze nud iron. 

The*© leather gun* were strongly 
bound with iron. Some built on the 
model of those of Gustavu* Adolphus 
were used with gTeut success by the 
Scottish Covenanters against the Cava¬ 
liers of Charles 11. 

Six cannon made of ice were fired, 
without bursting, in honor of the 
marriage of Prince Galltzin in the reign 
of Empress Anne of Russia. 

The Gnekwar of Bn rods, one of the 
wealthiest of the Indian princes, owns 
two cannon made of pure gold, lined 
with steel, so that they can be tired. 
The value of the gold alone is estimated 
nt over £20,000, ami the breach of each 
gnu is set with precious stones. 

Wooden guns an 1 mounted on the 
walls of IVkin and other Chinese cities, 
but they are mere dummies intended 
to have a moral effect. During the 
French revolution, however, the use of 
wooden cannon was seriously considered, 
according to Carlyle. “One citizen has 
wrought ont the scheme of a wool hi 
cannon which Franc© shall exclusively 
profit by in the first instance,” he says. 
“It is to lie made of stave* by the coop-

Among his officers, the Russian ad¬ 
miral is not a favorite. They declare 
that they never know his mind, and that 
he springs surprises of blame upon them 
without warning. Many an officer whose 
work has been inspected without com¬ 
ment by tbc admiral has afterwards 
found bis name quoted In an ironical 
reprimand addressed to negligent officers 
generally. Uozheatveusky has none of 
the bluff heartiness of manner associat¬ 
ed usually with such genuine seamen. 
He is said never to express approval, 
and he always issues blame in such a 
| way as to make the culprit feel it most. 
I His men, however, like him. To them 


Never has an arnmda started 1 for war , 
with such an omiuous presage of disaster 
as has descended upon Russia’s Bultic ■ 
©quadron on its emergence into the open ! 
©ea. The man of the hour is emphatical¬ 
ly its commander, Rear-Admiral Z. P. 
Roshestvensky, who Is now continuing 
his three months’ voyage to the Pacific 
with death in his rear and the menace 
7>T irretrievable ruin in front. 

Incensed as it is at the North Sea tra¬ 
gedy, English public opinion is too just 
to arraign personally the Russian ad¬ 
miral before determining how far he and 
how far some of his reckless or “pan¬ 
icky” subordinates are responsible. The 
restraint is creditable, and will certainly 
be justified. Roshestvensky is the last 
Russian ou earth to tight an imaginary 
danger by wreaking indiscriminate des¬ 
truction. . When the facts come out, it 
will probably be found that certain Rus¬ 
sian officers’ nerves were too much for 
them, that they acted without orders, 
and that so far from the firing beginning 
through the admiral's orders, it ceased 
ns soou as his flagship became awure of 
the facts. 

For a few weeks to come, Rozhestven- 
eky’s name will be associated exclusive¬ 
ly with the North Sea blunder. But that 
is not his position in history. As com¬ 
mander-in-chief what Russians de¬ 
nominate the “Second Pacific Squadron,” 
his future is bound up with bloodier if 
less exceptional events. His heterogene¬ 
ous fleet is Russia's last hope, and he 
himself is an essential part of that hope. 

A Taciturn Admiral. 

Rozhestvensky is a comparatively 
young man. He was bom near Moscow’ 
in 1848, and after getting the theoretical, 
impractical education of u Russian naval 
officer, blossomed out suddenly as a 
hero. For two unexampled feats of 
bravery in the war of 1877-78 he gained 
the St. George’s Cross. He served in the 
Black and Baltic Seas, gaining a high 
reputation as a seaman; and in 1903 
abandoned sea-going for the post of chief 
of staff at the ministry of marine. In 
a year he made a reputation. He had 
fought well with his sword, but fought 
a much harder battle for efficiency. Had 
that battle been decided before Febru¬ 
ary, 1904,

These hard-headed men 
of business were aware of bis value. The 
This driver’s opinion thnt this time war 
office reform means business is probably 
not wide of the mark. It is—in the ver¬ 
nacular—“a l*ii_of all-right” this time. 
Moreover, the committee’s methods in¬ 
spire confidence. Hitherto decentraliza¬ 
tion has been attempted from the top 
downwards. So far ns can l>e judged, 
the committee propose to work from the 
base of the pyramid upwards. The 
method seems more hopeful, nud is fully 
compatible with those likely to be adopt¬ 
ed by Sir Edward Ward.

On meeting Sir Edward Ward 
for the first time, do uot make any allu¬ 
sion to the commissariat under a certain 
Biblical persouage. 1 have known it 
done, and have experiencel the effect. 
It is seated that Sir Edward lias been 
known to—well, uot bless the successor 
of the finest commissariat officer of all 
times. It is possible that he has been 
“ragged" ou the subject iu the smoking- 
room of Irreverent clubs. In any case, 
1 have good authority for saying lie is 
resolved to “slay” any «gie who alludes, 
however remotely, to the matter. There¬ 
fore. uuless you are unusually brazen of 
body or Heet of fin>t, it would be well not 
to adventure in the matter. Sir Edward 
Ward is over six feet !u height, and 
hardly looks his height by reason of his 
breadth.

When after the publication of the re¬ 
port of Lord Esher’s committee the 
names of the distinguished officers ap¬ 
pointed to the new council were first 
piadc known, the list chanced to be sub¬ 
mitted fur comment or criticism to a 
philosopher who studies men and affairs 
lroui the l»ox-seat of an omnibus. The 
interest he displayed was polite but per- 
fuuetory. He had, he averred, seen the 
war office reformed and reorganized so 
often that he declined to show enthu¬ 
siasm for any new scheme, however 
drastic. lie passed the names unchal¬ 
lenged until it came to “Permanent Sec¬ 
retary, Colonel Sir Edward Wan!, K.C. 
B.” “Ward,” he said meditatively; “I 
seem to remember the name, some’ow.” 
“Colonel Ward, vou know, the finest . 

, . ” “Colonel Ward, to be sure. The 
man what ran the tour ft ament ot Isling¬ 
ton. Ho! This is a bit of all-right this 
journey. Come up, there!” 

Thus to those not militarily minded 
Sir Edward Ward need* no Introduc¬ 
tion. lie has won enduring popularity j 
even among civilians who manifest no I 
concern i’i war office reform, and whose 
memories of South Afriea are short-lived. 
They do not forget the man who gave 
London its military tournament. It 
•would be difficult to find a man whose 
selection would have T*eou more grate¬ 
ful to civilian and military humanity 
alike than- that of Sir Edward Ward. 
He has had dealings with both, and with I 
both he is equally popular. It is a quail- ' 
ficatlon which may serve the new i>er- ; 
mnnent secretary, one of whose duties. 1 
aud perhaps not one <>f tin* least delicate, 
it will be to make the military and eivi- 1 
Han element! at the war office work to¬ 
gether iu harmony, iu g * *1 stead. Among 
those who know him best his popularity 
is only the more assured. “One of the 
very best.” and the accent of conviction 
underlines the italics. __ 

The son of Captain .Tolfii Ward, R.X., 
he entered the service exactly thirty 
years ago without military influence or 
“connections” other than most subalterns 
gqzotte< 1 to the army service corps. 
Those who study heredity may perhaps 
attribute something of the adaptability 
ami resourcefulness that have always dis¬ 
tinguished his career to his descent from 
a “handy man,” and in view of tin* busi¬ 
ness capacity lie has always displayed it 
may interest them to note that his birth¬ 
place was north of the Tweed. He began 
as an A.S.C. man, aiul he is. I believe, 
proud to be known us an A.S.C. man 
still. It is a branch of the service that j 
since his time has come through all our 
wars with undiminished credit. It no j 
doubt is n fine training school for men ^ 
wth brains and a capacity for affairs. 
In a little handbook he published some 
years ago, and which stdl remains a mine 
of unique and curious information, he 
outlines succinctly the duties of the just 
A.S.C. officer made perfect, and gives ( 
even the civilian an idea of their multi- , 
fa ri ous ness. 

Blit if the duties of the A.S.C. are mill- j 
tifarioiis in times of peace, they nro 
doubly onerous and responsible on active 
service. The Soudan expedition of 188T>, I 
yjiere he was present at the actions of 
Ha sheen and To fret, and earned a men¬ 
tion in dispatches, the medal with two 
clasps and the bronze star, gave Captain 
Ward his first opportunity of distinguish¬ 
ing hirnself. But it was uot nntil the 
Ashanti expedition some ten years later 
that his chance of proving himself a com¬ 
missariat officer of rare resourcefulness 
and efficiency came. Acting as D.A.A.G. 
in Ireland, where for some five years he 
had initiated Dublin into the delights of 
a military tournament, he was dispatch¬ 
ed as A.A.fJ. on “sjHjeial service” to Cape 
Coast Castle. Ilis tiy*k was one of ox- 


to the administrative work the celebra¬ 
tions involved, he came into touch with 
Greater Britain as staff officer for all the 
colonial forces it foregathered, for he was 
an officer who had learnt to “think Im¬ 
perially” long before it became a shib¬ 
boleth. He took his duties beyond the 
latter laid down by the regulations. In 
South Afriea it was not uncommon for 
some one from home to be greeted with 
the question, “Know Ward?’- “Yes! 
Why?” “He was the man who helped 
me out of a bit of a hole when I was 
over for the Jubilee. That's all.” The 
number of men he has helped out of “a 
bit of a hole" he is probably the only 
man who could enumerate, just us he is 
the last man to whom it would be any 
gool to apply for the information. It is 
useless, as I have reason to know, to try 
to induce Sir Edward Ward to talk about 
himself or his own doings. He prefers 
to discourse on the merits of other tueu. 
If he doesgood by stealth, he takes every 
precaution that he shall have no occa¬ 
sion to blush *to find it fame. Neverthe¬ 
less, ou this count there is a good deal 
of evidence against him. In his own 
house there are many trophies gathered 
from many lands. But there is one, 1 
think, he prizes above the rest. If you 
find favor in his eyes you may be per¬ 
mitted to hold it for a moment iu juur 
own privileged hands. Yet it is not par¬ 
ticularly fragile. It looks like a stout 
broom-handle surmounted by a coue of 
worn bristles, an 1 it is the sponge that 
one© ministered to the needs of "Long 
Tom.” It was a present to Sir Edward 
from a colonial (and, l believe, a civilian) 
some years after "Long T«»m" had ceased 
to be a person of note. A man does not 
make presents of such value save to 
those to whom he believes himself in¬ 
debted for considerations out of the com¬ 
mon. 

On Sir Ed ward s seFvIces In South Af¬ 
riea there is no need to dilate. Our 
memories are not s.» short-lived. On the 
first suspicion of trouble he was one of 
the first men t>> be dispatched to Natal. 
In history he will live as the man who 
helped Sir George White to keep the flag 
flying over 1/adyimith during the black¬ 
est of black weeks. For himself, he did 
not find the siege particularly weari¬ 
some. When a man has sixteen hours* 
work a day he ha * not time to feel de¬ 
pressed. however great his anxieties may 
be. When brother Boer shelled head¬ 
quarters out *if house aud home, he mi¬ 
grated to a Cape cart, nud he has been 
heard to expatiate on the conveniences 
of a Cape cart as a place of domicile. 
Further, ho had his rounds, nt.»l they 
kept Jpm busy. A mau who had been 
through the strain aud stress of Lady¬ 
smith once remarked. “To see Ward 
bucked one tip like a whisky-and-soda.” 
So there was u<> thought of surrender, 
even when the cloud* cut short that mes¬ 
sage of “Very hard pressed" from the 
heliograph winking across to CuJeaso. 
Nor is there any reason t,» dwell on the 
splendid work that, after the dash on 
Bloemfontein, with an enemy iu front 
imd starvation behind, enabled Lord 
llol>erts to advance on Pretoria with 
twenty days’ .supply in hand. Even on 
arriving at Johannesburg, when for four- 
aud-twenty hours, at any rate, A.S.C. 
officers looked worried, the British army 
pinned its faith to tin* creed that “Ward 
hud a bit up his sleeve." aud was jus¬ 
tified of its belief. These matters are 
service* which the historian of the Brit¬ 
ish Empire will npprai>.‘. . 

If j’ou were lo ask Sir Edward Ward 
how and by what means he had achieved 
these things, Iu* w>uM explaifl at some 
length that the credit belongs chiefly to 
the excellence of the men he had work¬ 
ing with him. If, l»eing better advised, 
you ask some one who has seen him at 
work and knows his methods, you will 
hear somewhat as follows: “Ward owes 


Getitnro Kodama, the chief of the Jap¬ 
anese staff, U one of those men who in¬ 
spire confidence rather than love, and to 
whom their fellow’s turn more readily for 
advice than for sympathy. His country¬ 
men never greet him with those wildly 
euthusiastic cheers with which they greet 
Marshal Yamogata or Marshal Oyama 
whenever they have the chance; It would 
never even occur to them fo decorate his 
head with a halo and prostrate them¬ 
selves before him, burning hicense the 
while. None the less, they have more 
trust in him than in any other human 
being, ns one can easily see by the 
glances they exchange when uieiitiou is 
made of his name. They call him the 
“Irrain of the army”—thnt is, the some¬ 
thing that does for it its thinking, thnt 
looks ahead for It, nay, even makes for 
it its plans. And ns such they regard him 
and treat him. They have quite a dif¬ 
ferent feeling for him from that which 
they have for his fighting colleagues—for 
Ktiroki, Oku, and Nrdsu; they admire 
him much more than they ndmire them, 
if for no other reason than because they 
understand him infinitely less. The mys¬ 
terious always appeals to them strongly, 
and in their eyes there is more than a 
^otich of mystery about Kodama, cotn- 
IU4 hi- souse, practical man of the world 
ns he may appear to foreigners. His 
work as chief of the staff, it must be re¬ 
membered, is done for the oe>st part be- 
hititl the scenes as it were; while he him¬ 
self is far from being a typical Jap. as 
the Jap* themselves recognize dearly. 

General Kodama has a singularly in¬ 
teresting face; and strangely enough, al- 
rhmigh he has not n drop «f Western 
blood In his veins, It i* the face of a 
Westerner, not of an Oriental. His eyes 
are large and beautifully formed, his 
feature* are clearly cut. while his com¬ 
plexion is not darker than that of many 
n Frenchman. Tl»4»re is nil the energy 
nnd alertness of the West, too, iu his 
spare upright figure. ar«l in his soldierly 
bearing. He is here, there, and every* 


oil her better service than he did. For 
the week together he worked, day in, day 
out, hardly finding time in which to eat. 
nnd never going to bed at all. The re¬ 
sult was that, when at length peace came 
to release him from his ceaseless labor, 
he was almost at death’s door—so com¬ 
pletely broken down in health that noon© 
dreamed 1 he would ever again be the 
active, vigorous man he is. It was for 
his work at this time that his sovereign 
made him a baron. 

Last year he was placed In a strange 
position for a man who is essentially a 
soldier, for he was made home minister. 
The domestic affairs of Japan were iu a 
very unsatisfactory condition jus^ then: 
politicians were quarrelling, worse even 
than usual, and there wns a general feel¬ 
ing of unrest throughout the iand. In 
these circumstances the Mikado thought, 
no doubt, that it would be well to have 
a strong man at the home office, nnd the 
more peace-loving of his subjects cordial¬ 
ly agreed with him. They were delighted 
when Kodama was appointed, for they 
were convinced that lie would make 
short work of the unruly section of the 
community. This unruly section, how¬ 
ever, who, of course; did not wish to he 
made short work of, denounced the ap¬ 
pointment ns a scan<lnI, and raised de¬ 
monstrations against it. But before there 
was time for a conflict to arise Admiral 
Alexieff arrived in the Far East, and 
from that moment all Japan was roach 
too keenly interested in foreign affairs 
to have any thought to give to affairs 
domestic. Besides, Kodama seized the 
first opportunity to lay down his office 
nnd return to his soldiering. Whereupon 
there was rej4>iciug among all sections of 
his countrymen, for cron those who 
were most Inclined to look on him with 
suspicion ns home minister frankly 
admit that ns chief of the staff he has 
no equal.

LANDS IN MANITOBA, THE NORTH

Coal.—Coal lands may be purchased at 919 
per acre for soft coal and 929 for anthra¬ 
cite. Nor more than 320 acres can be ao- 
guired by one Individual or company. 
Kovalty ai the rate of ten cents per ton of 
2,wu pounds shall be collected on the groaa 
output. 

Quarts.—Persona of eighteen years and 
over aud Joint stock compuulea holding free 
miners' certificates may obtain entry for a 
mining location. 

A free miner's certificate la granted for 
one or more years, not exceeding live, upon 
payment iu advance of 97.50 per aunum for 
au individual, aud from 950 to 9iuu per an¬ 
num for a company, according to capital. 

A free miner, having discovered mineral 
lo place, may locate a claim 1,500x1,500 
feet by marking out the same with tw* 
legal posts, bearing location notices, one at 
each end on the fine of the lode or vein. 

The claim shall be recorded within fifteen 
days If located within ten miles of a min¬ 
ing recorder's office, oue additional day al¬ 
lowed for every additional ten miles or 
fraction. The fee for recording a claim la 
| 5 . ...% 

At least 9100 mast be expended on the 
claim each year or paid to the mining re¬ 
corder In lieu thereof. When 9500 has been 
expended or paid, the locator may, upon 
having a survey made, aud upon complying 
with other requirements, purchase the land 
at 91.00 au acre. 

Permission may be granted by the Minis¬ 
ter of the interior to locate claims contain¬ 
ing Iron and mica, also copper, In the Yu¬ 
kon Territory, of an area not exceeding 100 
acres. 

The patent for a mining location ahall 
provide for the payment of a Royalty of 
ZH per cent, of the sales of the products of 
the location. 

Placer Mlulng.—Manitoba and the N. W. 
T., excepting the Yukon Territory.—Placer 
mining claims generally are 100 feet square; 
entry fee, 95, renewable yearly. On th* 
North Saskatchewan River claims are either 
bar or bench, the former being 100 feet 
long and extending between high and low 
water mark. The latter Includes bar dig¬ 
gings, but exteuda back to the base of the 
hill or bank, but not exceeding 1.000 feet. 
Where steam power Is used, claims ZOO 
feet wide may be obtained. 

Dredging In the rivers of Manitoba and 
the N. W. T., exceptlug the Yukon Terri¬ 
tory.—A free miner mny obtain only two 
leases of five m'les each for a term of 
twenty years, renewable In the discretion 
of the Minister of the Interior.

Trawling in English waters is practi¬ 
cally au infant imlustry. and it is but 
comparatively recently thnt steam ves- 1 
sets were engaged iu the traffic. As late , 
ng 1881! the trawler, completely equipped 
for service, cost about $3,000, nnd barely f 
a tliousaud of them could be found in | 
English waters. The introduction of the j 
refrigerating vessel and the refrigeratiug 
car gave impetus to the industry, as it j 
was found that the great Euglish popu- j 
lntion could be given fresh fish without ( 
stint. Aa a result of this, in 1803 the . 
total money value of the trawling Indus- j 
try was about $13,000,000.

Theft, 
he puts a paSJ of nippers—woollen rings— 
on his hands and begius to haul. Comes 
a cod. If it is nn extra large one, he 
gaffs it; if of medium size, he grasps the 
snood ami swings it into the boat. The 
man in the stem takes it off the hook, 
using a gob-stick, a wooden implement 
shaped something like a chisel or gouge, 
if the fish has wallowed the hook, re¬ 
places the bait if necessary, nnd passes 
the hook buck into the water over the 
stem. All the time, while the liowman 
hauls and the skipper unhooks the fish 
and renews the bait, the dory sinks and 
soars to the heave of a crazy sea. 
stumbling and slewing, prancing and 
dancing, ns only n dory—Hie bucking 
brone)io of the sens—can. A deep-water 
sailor, much less a mere landlubber, 
vuldo’t keep his feet. 

The nor’west wind is raw ami cold, 
ami the water is not warm, but the bow¬ 
man, though his hands be numb, is wou 
sweating with his exertions, because 
hauling a trawT iu fifty fathom* of water, 
in a sen way, is hard work. 

Comes the head of a cod. “Dogfish 
about,” grunts the bowman. The skip¬ 
per. iu silence, unhooks it. throws it 
overboard, and renews the- bait. The 
bowman jerks a limber, but villninous- 
looking fish iut'o the boat. The skipper, 
with an oath, grinds his heel iuto the 
quivering, slippery form, and seizes his 
£td»-stiek. This gluttonous rascal, a 
member of the shark tribe, generally 
swallows the bait, nnd owing to the 
peculiar formation nnd position of its 
mouth, it requires considerable skill to 
extract the hook. The skipper grasps 
the snood with his left hand, thrusts the 
gob-stick down the ugly throat, aud with 
a dexterous twist or two removes the 
hook. Then, picking up his knife, he 
draws it across the underside of the long 
snout close to the mouth, and, bending the 
snout till be breaks it, throws the writh¬ 
ing squalns overboard. The dog-fish, un¬ 
able to dive, unable to steer himself. 
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Between White Ilorse and Dawson, wtll 
be continued until the river crossings are- 
frozen over, when the regular sleighs wllfi 
be placed in operation. This enables pas¬ 
sengers to reach Dawson at all seasons of 
the year.

The Xarkn wan n trawler, carry’ng 
four dories and a crew of twelve, a H told 
—ftlripper, cook, eight dorymeti, nod two 
toys. In Great Britain a trawl fisher¬ 
man is a craft that uxes a drag net: but 
in Canada a trawler usps the “long 
lino*'—tlie spillnn, spillar, or bultow of 
the British fishermen. A single trawl 
lino is usually about 40 fathoms in 
length, mid is provided with about 00 
Looks. At intervals of about 4 feet along 
the main lines, smaller lines, about three 
fee-t in length, are spliced; these are 
calk'd "snoods” ami support the hooks. 
The Narkn's crew handled from seven 
to ten miles of trawl lines, nnd from 
10.000 to 10.000 hooks, according to the 
•date of the weather and the nature of 
the fishing grounds. They started to bait 
«p nlsutt 3 o’clock, nnd by the time they 
had their gear snugly coiled in the tubs 
ready for use. it was getting along to¬ 
wards daylight’. Meanwhile the schooner 
had passed the rest of the fleet, and run 
off shore about thirty-five miles. Pre- 1 
aen/My she luffed up in the wind, and the 
second hand, taking a east of the lead, 
reported a depth of fifty fathoms. 

“Put the ut'nrboard boats over, boys,'* 
ordered the skipper. 

Two boats were hoisted over the.rail, 
towered into the sen, nnd their gear— 
trawl tubs, anchors nnd buoys—were 
placed in them. Their crews—two men to 
each—sprang nlsiard. The schooner 
filled a way, leaving one boot behind, and 
towing the other. When she had run 
•bout three-quarters of n mile to the 
eastward, she dropped the other boat. 
She put out her remaining dories in like 
manner, some distance npnrt, nnd then-, 
coming about, stood back to where she 
Iind left the first boat. 

So. while the East grew gray with, 
the dawn, the men in the dories, tossing 
erratically over a confused tumble of 
ragged sens, went to work to set their 
trawls. The boat skipper, the after 
oarsman, throws out a little anchor, to 
which la attached the main trawl line, 
nnd a conical buoy with a staff through 
It bearing a flng. Then while the bow¬ 
man rows, the skipper pays ont the 
trawl, dexterously throwing the hooks 
olenr of the mainline. A man. unaceffa- 
fomed to the work, would soon have half 
• dozen hooks caught in his hands nnd 
the trawl in n hopeless tangle, but nn 
expert fisherman will coil up or pay out 
mile after mile of trawls without prick¬ 
ing a finger or «itangling n snood. As 
the line goes over the stern, the boat 
skipper, at intervals of 40 fathoms at¬ 
taches n small weight, usually n small 
stone of about ten 1 -pounds, prepared for 
the ftftrpoeft, and when lie comes to the 
*nd l^e throws over another anchor and 
feooy. Each dory sets about two miles 
4>f trawl in oue string; ami by that time it 
Is sun-up. The schooner picks up her 
toats in- the same order she dropped 
them; aftd the men have breakfast ami n 
|>nll or two at their pipes. Then, almost 
immediately she drops her dories again, 
ffo “under-ruu,’’ or look. Hie trawls. 

On the hanks in summer the schooners 
jnoerally lay af anchor, nnd the men have 
£* row back and forth to their trawls.
